RAUSOAI.E AS» THE LEPROSY. 
A correspondent writes from Hono- 


lulu: Bill Ragsdale, one of the most 
famous political characters the Sand- 
wich Islands ever produced, was for 
many years the Parliament interpreter, 
Kagsdale at that time wielded more in- 
fluence than any dozen Nobles ov As- 
semblymen. He was a half-white, very 
well educated, a close English student. 
o In-Uliiint witt.v Talker, immoral, fear- 


be waited 011, as my servants are all 
lepers." He inquired after friends in 
Honolulu, to whom he sent messages 
and aloha. When my friend left he in- 
quired of Ragsdale ' if there was any- 
thing he could do for Kim. "Yes, keep 
me supplied with reading matter. That 
is all I ask for or wish m this life now 
—something- to read and think about; 
something to shut out from my mind this 
life. It is only a short time more with 
me now." 


It was only a short time snore, for, 


soon news came that poor Bill Ragsdale, 1 
a volunteer exile in a leper settlement, 
had shut out from his mind forever this 
life.I went with Dr. Fitch to the branch 
settlement for lepers. 
It is an inclosure 


of several acres on what is called Fisher- 
men's Point, on Honolulu Bay. 
Scat- 


tered over the grounds are scores of 
cottages, some connected, others de- 
tached, and Hie oftiees and buildings 
used by Dr. Fitch's assistants. 
Im- 


agine, 'if you can, a settlement of 
Anglo-Saxons, or people of any other 
highly civilixed nice, all of them af- 
flicted with, and :il! more or less de- 
formed, by an incurable and horrible 
disease—knowing it to lie incurable, 
and seeing themselves and each other 
dropping to pieces from its dreaded ef- 
fects. 
1'cannot, imagine such a picture, 


because I honestly believe that suicide 
would make a settlement impossible 
among any other than a people still 
barbarians', or else in the childhood of 
civilization. 
Such was the settlement I 


visited. There were men, women and 
children living in a world apart from 
ours, having nothing worth living for 
save mere existence1, a succession of 
days, marked only by slow consumma- 
tion of the death 'thai had already 
seized upon their bodies, and had al- 
ready deprive them of portions, which 
were already returned to dust. 


There were in that strange and un- 


natural community marriages, births, 
deaths. I would not attempt to describe 
in detail the unrelieved ghastliuess of 
the sights thwc, yet not one of the in- 
mates who helped to make up the abso- 
lute dreadfulness of the scene failed to 
greet us with a smile and cordial aloha. 


That only served to emphasize the 


darkness of the picture. 1 said not one; 
yet there was ono. On a bed in a little 
cottage room, whose open door faced 
the dark, cool canyons bade of the city, 
and whose window looked out 11)1011 the 
lovely bay and let in the (any mnrmnrof 
waves breaking over the eonil reefs, lay 
a native woman, dying. Nearly all her 
right hand had dropped off. but in the 
remnants of her lingers she held a feather 
fan, which she faintly waved across her 
distorted face, to cool the hot, aching 
eyes that had not been closed for 
months, the palsied muscles of her eye. 
lids refusing their duty.

a brilliant, witty talker, immoral, feat- 
less, jolly and' sharp. He bullied the 
native members and misinterpreted the 
foruign members, for or against any 
measure he was at all interested in; an(| 
a< il was well known that a cash con- 
sideration would interest, him, he gen-< 
erally killed or carried a measure as ha 
was paid best to do. When the session 
was at all dull, and some grizzled _ old 
uative member had made a droningj 
o-uttural speech in favor of a new bridge 
in thu Kohula District, and set every 
one asleep, Kagsdale would rise im» 
pressivfly and interpret thus: "Nobles 
and Assemblymen: The learned, grave 
and venerable member from Kawaihae 
gdvs 
" Then Ragsdale would soar 


away in poetic flights of Bowery En- 
glish; quoting halt thu English poets; 
dash oft'into an impetuous, iiery tirade 
on thi! ills of life generally; tell a witty 
story, hull in. French; and, having waked 
and" 
interested the foreign members, 


would conclude thus: "That paternal 
old party from Kawaiiuie, who put you 
to sleep" with his bad native speech, 
eays thut it' a new plank ain't put in 
thill Kohula bridge, l lit; first thing you 
know some wahina (woman) will break 
her blossc-il le<r on it, or her horse's leg, 
which would be worse; and so if you 
have finished your nap-<, gentlemen, you 
hud belter proceed to a vote.'' 


If some stupid foreign member made 


a dull speech in support of a measure 
Kagsdal« favored, he would '' interpret'' 
it into native by ignoring; it entirely, and 
making' a rattling anil telling speech in 
native on his own account, probably 
carrying a point where the foreign mem- 
ber would have failud. His worst trick, 
or best, as you like it, was to burlesque 
foreign members who spoke against any 
measure he was interested in. lie would 
mimic the foreigner's mannerisms, and 
twi«t his sober English into funny na- 
tive, all in thu gravest, possible manner, 
and do more harm than good with a 
speech intended to support the measure 
under discussion. Of course this did 
not always go iinresenle.d, juul he was 
more than once discharged, but only to 
be employed, as hi-; services, though 
erratically performed, were indispensa- 
ble.

a man named Dowse! 1, who married 
KagsJale's sister. The arrest was on 
account, of the sudden disappearance 
from Dowsett's ranch of certain heads 
of live stock, and in connection (here- 
with Kag.-nlale got one year in prison.

skull; a rollicking revelry in a charniu 
house; life mocking a gaping tomb.

THE COCSTT BOARD SAY THE GBOUNDS 


OTOHT TO BE SOLD—OTHEK NOTES, 


The board of supervisors, after having 


been in session since the afternoon of the 
6th inst, reached an adjournment last 
evening, a large amount of business hav- 
ing been disposed of. As stated yester- 
day, 
the visit of the board to the poor 


farm proved one of special interest. The 
supervisors found everything connected 
with the new building, which was erected 
at a cost of about $17,000, to be in excel- 
lent order, and also that the paupers and 
insune patients receive the best of care 
under tlie stewardship of Mr. Mapee. 


THE IAIP. GROUND". 


The judiciar.v committee made the fol- 


lowing report to tlie board, which was 
adopted: 


The judiciary committee, to whom haa 


been referred the accompanying pre- 
amble and resolution, offered by Supervi- 
sor Hill, respectfully report that they 
have consulted, as far as possible, with 
the officers of the Macon County Agri- 
cultural society, and have considered the 
terms of the resolution, and they lind that 
it will be necessary to have free use of 
the grounds for more than one week in 
each year in order to make the necessary 
preparations for holding the fair; that by 
the terms of the resolution, the persons 
buying said grounds are not required to 
put the grounds in repair for holding the 
fair, but only for a driving park, and that 
there are no conditions requiring a fair to 
be held. We are of the opinion, that in 
compliance with the spirit of the resolu- 
tion, the grounds ought to be sold, but at 
the same time the proper safe-guards 
should be established, to insure the hold- 
ing of a fair, and we therefore recommend 
that a committee of three members of this 
board be appointed by the chairman to 
make a sale of the said fair grounds for 
not less than six thousand dollars, upon 
such teims as may be iu accordance with 
the resolution and this report, and that 
the said committee have full power to act 
in the premises, subject to the approval 
of the board of supervisors. 


The board 'appointed Supervisor Hill, 


of Decatur, Hoyt, of Harristown, and 
Ward, of Wheatlaud, as tho committee to 
make the sale.
